Although Mr. French has greatly improved the farm on which 
he lives, his greatest success has been in breeding pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle. He has done what many livestock men say is 
impossible in breeding up a heavy milking strain of Aberdeen-An- ; 
gus cattle without sacrificing any of their qualities as beef animals. Sac 

A nurse cow is never seen on his farm, and if a cow sa 
will not give enough milk to make her calf grow off 
rapidly, he will not breed her again nor will he sell her 
offspring for breeding purposes. The first thing, too, 
which this breeder looks after in buying a sire is 
whether or not his ancestors are good milk producers. 

Most beef cattle have been bred for range animals, 
he says, and have been bred away from producing 
milk rather than bred for milk production. This is all

agg ye enckaued ol one of the poorest in a poor section, 
but he saw that its soil was one which could be built up and he set 
about to do this. Some of the neighbors thought him crazy when 
he began plowing the poorest fields for sowing in peas—fields which 
have now been — until they are the best of pas- 
y wheat lands.

Mr. French was a small breeder of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle in Ohio, and he brought the larger pari 
of his herd with him and concentrated on beef cattle 


breeding. 


With cattle farming the principal object, he adopt- 
ed a five-year rotation of crops which is admirably 
suited to his type of farming. In this rotation, the land 


is plowed only once. To begin this rotation, sod is plow- 


ed for corn. The corn is planted with sow beans and

harvested in early fall. Immediately, the land is disked 


right if a cow gives enough milk to start her calf off to 
the best advantage, but it has gone so far that many 
calves are simply stunted for life. 

A calf that is stunted for want of milk will likely 
not reach in a year the size it ought to attain in three 
months. Many of French’s dams will give four or five 
gallons of milk per day, so he gets rapid growth from 
his calves. 

The greatest essential to beef cattle raising is good 
pastures, Mr. French believes. All cattle will become 
scrubs if forced to feed on scrub (Continued on page 23

the youngster asking for advise was Harvey Hess, who had gone 
west to Iowa from La Salle county, Illinois, in 1892. Young Hess 
followed the auctioneer’s advice, bought four head of the best cattle 
he could see at that early sale of the famous Iowa breeder and im- 
porter, and thus laid the foundation for what is now considered one 
of the most constructively built herds in America today. 

Young Hess was brought up among Shorthorns, his father lo- 
cating in one of the famous Shorthorn districts of the early days. 
They used nothing but pure bred bulls, though raising commercial 
cattle for the steer markets. Raising calves was the bare-footed 
Harvey’s job, and he learned to love cattle there in Illinois among 
the Shorthorns while he was studying the calves and watching them 
develop under his eye. “Calf love,” maybe you would call it, but it 
has always stuck with Mr. Hess through these years and given him 
a great reputation as a developer of baby beeves and young cattle. 

Corn and clover was the system of feeding taken up by Mr. 
Hess when he went to Iowa and began feeding steers. He started 
with Shorthorn cows and immediately bought a pure bred Aberdeen- 
Angus bull to cross on them and “bring the calves nearer the earth.” 
Note that this system of crossing by some of the biggest men in the 
cattle feeding game started them into the Aberdeen-Angus business; 
Senator Franklin, of Illinois, for example. 

That first Aberdeen-Angus bull was purchased from a Mr. Cook, 
a breeder of Doddies near Waterloo, who had come over from Scot- 
land.

fully convinced it is only the question of a short time until the real significance 
and power of the pure bred beef cattle interests will be recognized and appreci- 
ated in a much higher degree by everyone interested in cattle, the government, and 
the peovle of this country. 

So along that iine, now, we find that up to the period of the world war 
we were producing what we called normal production of beef, but when that war 
came upon us we found that our government asked every individual who produced 
food products to increase his output just as largely as possible, and there is no 
institution and no industry that responded more cheerfully and fully than did the 
stockgrowers of the United States.

A Scottish Breed.—To the av- 
erage Eastern farmer the name Ab- 
erdeen-Angus means but little, ex- 
cept that he may remember that a 
long time ago, while a small boy, he 
learned that there was a county by 
the name of Aberdeen in Scotland. 
That there is a breed of cattle of 
the above name he may have heard, 
but in most cases he has never seen 
a good representative of the breed. 
However, if he attends the State Fair and spends his time learning 
all that he can, he will tell you that the name Aberdeen-Angus 
stands for a breed of beef cattle. If he has talked with the breed- 
ers or consulted the many books and pamphlets written on the breed 
he knows that this breed is the youngest of the principal beef breeds 
in America; that they are all black in color except for a little white 
on the udder or underline, are always hornless, and are more nearly 
the ideal beef animal than any of the other beef breeds. This breed 
of cattle originated in Scotland, in the county from which it derives 
its name, and from several adjoining counties. Since the beginning 
of the breed it has been noted for its short-legged, blocky conforma- 
tion, its adherence to a definite type, and the fact that it dresses out

No single step nor operation in the handling of cattle yields such 
big returns in money as the single act of de-horning. The absence of 
horns on a bunch of beef cattle means 15@25c per ewt. added to their 
value. All buyers prefer dehorned cattle, even for local slaughter, as | 
the carcasses are more likely to be free from bruises and injuries, but | 
the most important factor is that many eastern shippers often refuse | 
to bid on horned cattle, on account of the practical certainty that some 
of them will be bruised in transit to their destination. This lessens 
the competition and often restricts the outlet on a particular bunch of 
horned cattle to the local killing demand. It goes without saying that 
the more buyers there are bidding on a given lot of cattle the better the 
price the salesmen will be able to obtain. If on account of cattle 
being horned eastern shippers are practically out of competition, they 
will have to sell for whatever the local killers will pay. In the case of 
a bunch of cattle that, except for their horns, would just suit an eastern 
shipper, the difference in price may amount to as much as 25c per cwt. 
Dehorn your cattle before putting them in the feedlots. 


There’s nothing quite so convincing as market reports, is there, 
when it comes to showing up the good and bad points of a breed of 
cattle? Here’s something that hits the cattleman right square in 
the pocketbook. Sawing off horns takes time and labor and is not 
a pleasant job. Furthermore, the animal loses weight and gets 4 
severe setback when the job is done. Therefore, Mr. Cattleman, be 
you big or small, why not take the kind that are made hornless by 
an Aberdeen-Angus bull, especially when you can get them that 
will get to market earlier and top the market when they get there?

E. C. Harte, McGregor & Brown, G. J. Sni- 
der and W. L. Parish introduced many new 
features. Dean Rutherford of Saskatoon 
University was the judge and there were 
several surprises in store for those of us 
who had followed the circuit. Blackcap Mc-- 
Gregor was again first prize aged bull and 
he eventually won the Grand Championship 
and the Scottish Society medal for the best 
Aberdeen - Angus animal on the grounds. 
The real feature of the Brandon show, 
however, was the strength of the classes. 
There were seven aged bulls out and 
there was not a bad one in the lot. That 

1s something new in point of numbers for 
this country. In fact people were so im- 
pressed generally that one of the leading 
farm papers came out with a report of 
the show beginning as tollows: “he 
courtesy of precedence surely belongs to 
the ALerdeen-Angus breed in a Brandon 
Fair report, for here the biacks are on 
their own stamping ground, the Canadian 
home of the Aberdeen-Angus Association, 
and they made a showing in keep_ng with 
the dignity of their position.” ‘I'at is an 
independent opinicn and for that reason 
better than cne I might give you. ‘Lhe 
aged bull class was the feature, but most 
classes were good and the little senior 
heifer calf made her way to the Grand 
Championship once more and next day 
went into the ring at our sale and sold 
under the hammer for $3,000.00 to Mr. 

C. H. Rickardscn of Bowden, Alta. The 
sale and banquet on the last day of the 
fair was a real feature at the Brandon 
Fair this year and did much to add in- 
terest and to attract visitors to the fair. 

Regina is al\vays the last fair of the 
Western circuit and from Brandon the 
herds all went there. Col. R. McEwen, 
of London, Ontario, was the judge and he 
only had the Buffum kerd from Beech- 
ard, Sask., as an addition to the regular 
classes. Mr. Buffum showed a pair of 
good bulls in Broadus Elcho and Brcadus 
Blackburn 7th. He was first cn tke lat- 
ter bull and he took a fair share of the 
prizes in the other classes. The McGreg- 
or bull was Champion for the third time 
and the Carpenter & Ross heifer found 
herself in first place again after being 
third at Brandon. This heifer was made 
senior champion, but she could not beat 
the senior calf for the championship and 
was made reserve. 

About one month elapses between 
the close of the Western fairs and the 
opening of the Eastern fairs. Toronto 
opened on the 28th of Ausust and we 
were there to see the event as we had 
been throughout the Western circuit. 

Nearly all the herds shown in the East 
belong in that part of the country, but 
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once in a while Western herds go East. This 
year there were no outside exhibitors. Mr. 
Kenneth McGregor from Brandon placed the 
awards. In the aged bull class there were 
five animals before the judge. Benedictine 
Monk, the Larkin bull, although a little un- 
der size is a wonder. For type, fleshing 
and smoothness he is hard to beat and he 
went to the top without much difficulty. 
McEwen showed a good thick heavy-fleshed 
bull in Queen’s Edward for second. The 
two-year-old class was headed by Idol- 
mere 5th a full brother of the Chicago Grand 
Champion. He is a great bull with plenty 
of size, smoothness, character and style and 
he won easily in his class. The senior cham- 
picnship, however, went to the Larkin bull 
with Idolmere 5th reserve. He was not In 
good enough bloom to defeat the Larkin en- 
try, but if he carries on as he now appears 
he will be heard from yet. My opinion Is 
that he is one of the really good bulis in 
Canada today. The junior classes brought 
out a good one in Philosopher of Larkin 
Farm, the junior champion and reserve to 
his sire for the Grand Championship. James 
Bowman of Guelph, had the Grand Cham- 
pion female in his senior yearling heifer KE. 
P. Pride 21st. She is a good thick heifer of 
wonderful fleshing and smoothness. She 
will go in the sale at London, Ontario, on 
October 20th. The classes were somewhat 
small at Toronto as most exhibitors had 
brought out fewer animals this year than 
usual and some of the exhibitors did not 
come. On the whole the quality of the cat- 
tle was very good and they were brought 
out in good condition. The Ontario breeders 
are going to follow up the show season with 
a sale of some of their best cattle at London, 
on October 20th. The last sale was a suc- 
cess and has been the cause of many new 
men starting in the breed.

are the items that count for a 
profit in the end. 

There was a time when the 
range predominated. Certain 
breeds were so firmly rooted 
there that it was impossible to 
shake them loose. ‘They were 
supposed to have certain quali- 
ties of endurance that made 
them more fitted for those regions. That day is passing. The 
small farmer has come to stay in the West. He is willing to be 
shown which beef breed will suit his purpose best. Undoubtedly 
under these conditions thousands of beginners will start with Aber- 
deen-Angus. This is the field endeavor that is worth the most. 

In the writer’s experience on Oakdale Farms the beginner usu- 
ally had three reasons why he did not start a herd of Aberdeen-An- 
gus. In the first place he thought they were wild. We always 
replied that handled wisely and carefully there was very little dif- 
ference between them and any other beef breed. The fact that we 
could approach the majority of the cows in open fields was a clever 
demonstration that gentleness would bring the same results witin 
blacks as with any other breed. 

Many prospective beginners would state that as their land 
holdings were small they could never hope to handle a herd of suf- 
ficient size to be of any consequence. In answering this we simply 
held up our own herd and farm as an example to the contrary. AlI- 
though our total operations covered more than 400 acres of land, 
the main herd was kept 
entirely on the home farm

they once depended _in 
rush seasons, but aside 
from these drawbacks 
they welcome the idea of 
big city populations to 
feed.

These statements com- 
ing from an authoritative 
source clearly indicate to 
the writer why the aver- 
age farmer should produce 
Aberdeen-Angus. In the 
first place, the decrease 
in the number of farm 
iaborers means that more 
of the work must be done 
by power machinery. Pow- 
er machinery does _ not 
long go hand in hand with 
unfertile soil. Everyone 
will admit that the grow- 
ing and feeding of live 
steck is the best means of 
maintaining fertility. Now 
it is probably true that a 
poor type animal will pro- 
duce about as much fer- 
tility as the better indi- 
vidual, but again poor cat- 


of 160 acres. On this our 
herd at all times has aver- 
aged around fifty head. 
Furthermore, we have 
handled this number of 
cattle with hardly any of 
the land being corn. In 
the average year there has 
never been more than 25 
acres devoted to that crop. 
There has been, however, 
at least the same number 
of acres in alfalfa. From 
this we have secured four 
crops a year, with a totai 
yield of about 5 tons per 
acre. This alfalfa was 
stored in two large barns, 
and practically no feed 
other than that was ever 
given the cattle through 
the winter. It was thus 
not only an easy matter to 
care for that sized herd, 
but every spring without 
exception the cattle have 
gone on to the grass car- 
rying considerable flesh. 
This plan of opera- 
tion has meant that prac- 


tle and improved methods 
of farming do not co-ordi- 
nate. In other words the 
farmers, generally, are 
beginning to grade up 
their stock. They will do this either by buying a few registered or 
high grade cows and a registered bull, or by purchasing the bull 
alone, or by securing steers which have been produced by such ani- 
mals: depending upon the operating plans of each individual farm- 
er. This demand will be steady and constructive. The man with 
this sort of product to sell will be the man who profits. 

Someone will say that such indications do not point to an op- 
portunity for the Aberdeen-Angus more than for any other of 
the beef breeds. 

_ But— When people leave the farm, they naturally go to the 
city. There they are absolutely dependent upon the farm for sus- 
tenance. A part of this will always be beef. Now, it is only logical 
that eventually this drift will mean more demand for beef products. 
The feeder who can produce the best beef, the cheapest, will un- 
doubtedly be the winner. Everyone admits the supremacy of the 
Aberdeen-Anous quality on the biock. In conversation with the 
buyer for one of the large packers a few days ago, it was brought 
out that no beef breed could equal the Blacks for the amount of 
best quality beef on the carcass, or the dressing percentage. These

tically every foot of land 
on the farm has been in 
alfalfa, clover, or grass. 
Furthermore, this number 
of cattle has furnished 
enoueh manure during the winter months to cover at least 40 acres 
each spring. This together with the natural amount supplied dur- 
ing the remainder of the year has brought the farm to a high yield- 
ing point. Then none of the ground has been washing away with 
every beating rain as is the case with the farm of the grain opera- 
tor. If you are in a district where raising alfalfa is an absolute 
impossibility, then there will be some legume that will take its 
place. The plan will work just the same. 

Other prospective beginners state that it costs too much to get 
a start. They forget that a start can be made with only one cow. 
If they buy a good individual with a calf by her side, and rebred, it 
will be only a few years until a good sized herd is established. Al- 
most any bank will loan a purchaser more on the individual than 
she will bring for beef, and many breeders will carry the purchaser 
for a year for at least a part of the purchase price. The trouble with 
so many “starters” is that they plan on starting where Escher & 
Ryan or some other big breeder has left off. It should not be the 
money that deters any young farmer from starting a herd of Aber- 
deen-Angus. If his finances will only per- [continued on page 18E

herds, that were not of herd-heading caliber, have been selling to 
owners of herds of grade dairy cows for the production of fancy 
veals and stock cattle. When these grade dairy cows are mated with 
pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls the resulting offspring lay on flesh 
more rapidly and sell at a considerably higher price per pound than 
calves from a scrub bull, if used for veai. If they are raised for 
steers, two calves are placed on one cow and only half as many cows 
need be milked as under the old method. There is a wide demand 
for feeding steers in certain sections of the East, and these steers 
at 18 months would find ready sale; as a 
matter of fact, they could be sold directly 
from the farm. There are thousands of 
dairy herds in New York State and adjoin- 
ing States made up of grade and scrub cows 
in which the calf is merely a necessary ac- 
companiment to a cow freshening, and in 
many cases is even regarded as a nuisance. 
The calves from these herds are either sold 
for veal at four to six weeks of age, or 
knocked in the head at birth, and after the 
skins are removed they are thrown on the 
manure pile. Of course, a great many of 
these calves find their way to market before 
reaching the legal limit, so far as age is con- 
cerned, especially by the

i into another State, where 
inspection is not so rigid, 
or by selling to small local 
butchers. 

Veals and Steers—

became so impressed with the prepotency of 
the Aberdeen-Angus and with the easy keep- 
ing quality of the cattle that they recently 
purchased a number of pure bred cows of the 
breed, and should be heard from later. 
James Morse of Levanna, N. Y., has been 
raising steers from grade Holstein cows and 
sired by pure bred Aberdeen-Angus bulls for 
many years. Some years ago, while in 
charge of animal husbandry work at Cornell 
University, I purchased several of these 
steers and shipped them to the University 
Farm, where they were placed on feed. The 
steers that I purchased were taken from the 
regular herd on grass, and had received no 
grain previous to going to the university. 
One of these steers, a two-year-old, made a 
lasting impression on me. When purchased 
on November 12 he weighed 1,200 lbs. at the 
Morse farm. He was gradually gotten on 
full feed, and on Januray 7 he was slaught- 
ered, weighing 1,315 Ibs. after 48 hours’ 
shrinking, and dressing 760 lbs. carcass, or 
57.79 per cent. net to gross. While this steer 
was in excellent condition, he was by no 
means finished, and could have stood consid- 
erably more feeding and would have given 
a higher dressing percentage. He was, how- 
ever, in good enough condition to be used in 
a demonstration during our Farmers’ Week, 
after having hung in the cooler 36 days. The 
meat was of the highest quality, being nicely 
marbled and covered, of good color, and 
yielding a large percentage of weight in the 
high-priced cuts. This steer was far super- 
ior to the average run of Western branded 
feeders that are commonly fed in New York, 
and, in fact, the average run of steers that 
I have seen resulting from this cross were 
the equal of, if not superior to, these West- 
ern feeders. Michigan breeders have for 
many years been producing steers of high 
quality by this method, and a commission 
man on the Buffalo market recently stated it 
was his opinion that no breed of cattle, when 
crossed upon the average scrub lot of cows, 
would make such a marked improvement or 
produce so uniform a lot of steers as the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus. 

Cattle for Export.—Eastern Aberdeen- 
Angus breeders have in the past sold some 
bulls and a few females for export to South 
America. Since the war South American 


breeders have been thinking more seriously 
of importing animals from the United States, 
and some shipments have already been made. 
That this business is going to develop rapidly 
is indicated by the fact that a company 


financed by South American capital aj 
managed by Americans has been formed fr 
this express purpose, and expects to a 
large business. It is needless to say thet 
they will purchase their animals for eX ve 
as near the port of shipment as possible ‘ 
that the Eastern breeders are looking to. 
ward to this market. ‘ 

Using Abandoned Land.—There are yj. 
of the United States that should be used for 
some purpose, but that is lying idle and 
abandoned at present. Due to the fact thy 
it is excellent pasture land but so far frop 
a railroad that milk production is impract. 
cal, this can only be used for either sheep 
beef cattle, and since the dog menace is quit 
serious, and breeders are shy about sheep on 
this account, most of this land must be use 
for beef production or continue to lie idle 
Many people have demonstrated to their ow 
satisfaction that this is a profitable metho 
of bringing these lands back into usefulness 
and before many years this should make , 
market for Aberdeen-Angus bulls and fo 
breeding cows as well. As the market fo 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle of ordinary quality 
for use on grade herds increases, the deman( 
for high-class bulls of international caliber is 
bound to increase. 

Increasing Demand.—To get down t 
present facts, there is a very good demani 
for Aberdeen-Angus of good quality 
throughout the East, so that no breeders i: 
this territory have more than one or two ani: 
mals for sale, and most of them are buyin; 
rather than selling. Practically all the cat 
tle changing hands in the Eastern States att 
coming from the Middle West, and if th 
same quality of cattle were to be had in the 
East they would have ready sale. Easter 
shows of Aberdeen-Angus during the pasi 
few years have been a revelation to the 


breeders of Aberdeen-Angus, as well as to}. 


other breeds, for the numbers were excellent, 
and many high-class animals of international 
quality were shown, as demonstrated by the 
fact that the Evenest of Bleaton, a New York 
bull, was made Grand Champion at the In- 
ternational Live Stock Exposition in Chicago 
in 1918. The showing of the breed at East- 
ern fairs this Fall will surpass any showing 
made in the past, and Eastern herds will 
take away their share of the prize money.

pastures. He is a great advocate of lespe- 
deva and from this he gets his best pastures 
and in connection with sapling clover, his 
best hay. 

The hay grown for sale is timothy, be- 
cause this is what the market demands. The 
timothy mixed with lespedeza is not so 
much in demand and will not bring as good 
a price as will the timothy alone. He is 
therefore able to keep his best hay and get 
a good price for that which is not so good 
for his own use. 

Practical is Mr. French’s middle name. 
Everything must pay out or he will abandon 
it. There are no frills to his buildings and 
equipment, but each serves its purpose well 
at a minimum cost, and this is probably one 
of the greatest of the things which have 
made for his success. 

Sunny Home Farm has the machinery 
which can be used to advantage. A recent 
addition is a tractor, and it has taken the 
place of most of the horse power. It is used 
for cultivating corn, for drilling the wheat, 
for harrowing, for cutting and loading hay, 
for belt power, for cutting the corn, and a 
multitude of other things. 

A wheat-threshing outfit is owned in co- 
operation with a neighbor, which makes the 
two farms independent of custom thresher- 
men, who want to do the work when other 
things are pressing. The wheat is staked in 
the field and is not threshed as a rule until 
just before or just after corn is harvested. 
—" method not only gets the grain out of 

€ way in a busy season, but it gives a bet- 
ter quality of straw. After the straw is 
threshed and stacked, the weather causes it 
to very rapidly lose its feeding value. All 
oo see 1s used for wintering dry breeding 


The wheat is not stacked around a pole 
but simply put up in stacks or ricks. 
French has not lost any wheat by poor 
stacking in all the time he has been farming, 
while much has been lost by neighbors when 
stacked about poles. The two essentials for

good stacking are to keep the middle high 
and to unload wagons from every side of 
the stack. If they are unloaded on one side 
alone, the stack will “lean”. 

Night Lectures 


French has a good method of planting 
and harvesting soy beans. These are plan- 
ted with the corn and grow to such a height 
that they may be harvested with the corn. 
The corn harvester will cut off the beans at 
the same time the corn is cut and will bind 
them with the corn bundles. In this way, 
they will cure thoroughly and there is little 
trouble in harvesting. 

In his twenty-five years of breeding and 
selling livestock, French has had only one 
complaint from a buyer. It took this man 


two years to find out that he was dissatis- 
fied with a bull, and he wanted adjustment 
at this late date because the animal went 
lame. 


He offered to make good this com- 


plaint and never did hear anything more 
from the dissatisfied farmer. He attributes 
his success in dealing with other men to the 
fact that he has always played square. 

“If I have ever gotten a dollar dishones‘ly, 
I don’t know it,” he told me. 

Many of his customers have been buying 
bulls from him for fifteen years or more, 
breeding up their herds with Mr. French’s 
bulls alone. Probably a majority of the 
best herds throughout the South will show 
a predominance of blood from this man’s 
herd, and some of the top-notch herds have 
been bred up from his bulls alone. 

Mr. French has used good management, 
but in the last analysis, his success is due 
to hard work. Not a day of labor was hired 
during the past year. 

“He does more work than any two men in 
the neighborhood,” one Draper man told me. 
“He’s hustling all the time. He keeps things 
moving and does a big share of the work 
himself.” As an example of his intensive 
methods, he and his son without help har- 
vested 60 tons of hay in a single week last 
year. Therefore, even though he has done 
a great deal of writing, lecturing. and insti- 
tute work, his farm work has not been ne- 
glected. 

“One of my neighbors said to me,” he call- 
ed to mind “that he had seen French bare- 
footed in a ditch throwing out mud for put- 
ting in drains, and that he yet looked like a 
gentleman when he washed, and dressed up.” 
That’s the biggest compliment I ever had 
paid me,” my host said. 

Mr. French has also done a commendable 
thing in taking his only son in partnership 
with him, and his letterhead gives “A. L. 
French & Son, Proprietors,” of Sunny Home 
Farm. Besides the son he has three girls 
all of whom are being thoroughly educated 
and interested in farm work. 
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better.

being contented with war rations that we have been 
udvised to take up in meat production—substitution—- 
and also in many other lines, and we find now that 
that same substitution is following us up and we are 
confronted with new conditions that we have got to 
overcome, and how best to do that is quite a serious 
problem, and I think probably before this convention 
is over we will have reached a near solution of most 
of it. 

In this case of beef production, we find today that 
we have somewhat of an over-production of beef, 
owing to the fact that the army supplies in certain 
states have been put upon the market, and the substi- 
tution has lessened the consumption of beef, and that, 
with the fact that the government seems to have got- 
ten onto the trail of the packer so closely that it has 
vot the packer guessing, wondering whether he is 
going to survive the shock or not, and that in addi- 
tion to the other things, has brought about somewhat 
of an unusual condition. The packers, here some two 
months ago, I presume—I am speaking now of the 
Northwestern or the Portland stock yards condition, 
where they have their general market there known 
us the Union Stock Yards—and in that, the packers, 
owing to the fact that on one particular Monday there 
was quite an unusual supply of beef cattle on the 
market, took advantage of that and put the price 
down about two cents per hundred, and the smile that 
was upon the stockman’s face that Monday morning 
when he came to market wasn’t with him when he 
left, and he began to think that the sovernment 


wasn’t half enough after the packer.

into consideration as to those facts. Now if the 
packer were forced, through some condition, to make 
a reduction of two cents a pound, and he would pass 
that reduction to the retailer, and the retailer to the 
consumer ; then there would have been somewhat of 
a better feeling among the stockmen, but the stock- 
men seemed to think the packer took the two cents 
and said nothing about it to anyone else, and is still 
taking it. Now the stockman says, ‘‘Well, we have 
got to trim the packer,’”’ and how to go about that is 
the problem they are working on, and I would say in 
the Northwest it is quite a serious problem now, be- 
cause they are up in arms there from one part of 
the country to the other, and I[ have failed to find any 
particular solution as to just what they can or will do 
that they may bring that about, but in those cases 
where the packer has been compelled to quote a lower 
price, if he had extended that on down the line the 
packer would have been exonorated. Now, if the 
packer has made the reduction to the retailer, and he 
hasn't passed it to the consumer, then Mr. Retailer 
is wrong, kecause it is the producer and the consumer 
who make possible the business of the other two men. 
Then, again, the question of marketing! You 
gentlemen will probably have that thing threshed 
out here, either this afternoon or tomorrow, quite 
fully, as you are planning on a stock yard here— 
which, of course, I wiil not discuss, whether it ‘s good, 
bad or indifferent; I think there are gentlemen here 
who are loaded on that subject, and will give us the 
right hunch on it. But there was a Mr. Russell, up in 
the Central Oregon country--he was quite a large 
stockman, and he fed somewhere in the neighborhood 
of six or seven hundred steers last winter, and he 
happened to be on the market when this two cent 
decline came about, and he went home with the idea 
that there wasn’t anything but ‘‘kill the packer !’’- 
there wasn’t anything else that would satisfy Russel! 
and when he vot home the next day, he found in 
his mail a letter from Swift & Company, advising him

pany, Gentlemen: I have been raising stock cattle, 
and feeding cattle for the last fifteen years. This last 
winter I fed something over six hundred head of 
cattle—and in selling all of those to your yards j 
have failed to find one of them that seemed to be 
yvood enough for you to pay the top prices for.” He 
said, “Now, I find that you are advising me to buy 
your Cocoanut Meal to feed some more cattle for you 
next winter.”’ He said, ‘Now, I am going to say this: 
You send me immediately two carloads of your Cocoa- 
nut Meal, and when that Cocoanut Meal arrives, we 
will deduct freight, yardage, inspection, and the vari- 
ous charges that we find it necessary to make, and 
then we will decide what a reasonable price for your 
Cocoanut Meal is, prevailing at that time, and we will 
send you a check for that amount.”

So I thought Mr. Russell had hit the nail 
on the head somewhat, owing to the fact that we find 
the stockman, generally speaking, is about the only 
producer who has not some sort of a fixed price for 
his commodity. It is a good deal like Mr. Russell 
suggested on the Cocoanut Mcal. He raises his stuff, 
fecds them, undergoes the expense, and ships them 
to the stockyards, and they say to him, “Mr. Russell, 
we will go over your shipment and, after we have 
made all our deductions—yardage, feeding, and so 
on—we will give you a check for what we think is 
right,” and so Mr. Russell’s returned compliment, I 
think, filled the bill pretty well. 

But there are several conditions that we should 
seriously consider some marketing conditions. There 
are several channels through which the process ol 
selling passes before the check is passed to the stock 
raiser, and the commission man is an intermediary 
between the packer and the stockgrower or producer. 
His duty would seem to ke to try to protect the best 
interests of the stock producer or feeder, but then, 
when we look at it from another angle, we find that 
the commission man is human, just the same as the 
rest of us, and he says, “Now, if I advise Mr. Grower 
not to ship his carload of stuff or his two carloads # 
stuff, I am out so much commission— whatever 1 
might beso I guess I had better let it come along;

he might change his mind and ship to someone else.”’ 
So I believe the commission man, with the proper 
organization in the commission end of the game, 
would be very helpful to the stockman in advisiny 
him as to the true condition, whether or not he is 
feeding his stuff right, whether or not he is shipping 
his stuff at an opportune time, and whether or not he 
is going to be able to get for him the price that that 
man shou!d have, according to the cost of production 
of those animals, and make him reasonable profit. 
These things have all got to be gone into quite 
thorovghly, quite seriously. 

The most essential thing, I believe, in the stock 

industry of today is in the selection of the proper 
Leef type. There are too many stockmen—all of us, 
you might say—-who are more or less indifferent as 
to the results that we hope to get. For instance, i 
may go out here and say I need two or three sires; I 
find this man has a very fine looking animal, and | 
say, ‘“‘What is the price?” He tells me, and I say, 
“AIl right, I will take that one.” I go over to another 
fellow, and I find another animal that looks pretty 
good, my particular kind, and I say, ‘‘Well, that’s good 
enough,”’ and throw it in with the rest,. and then I 
find another, a Shorthorn, a Hereford, and I say, “All 
right put him in,’’ and then another fellow has three 
of another sort, and I say, “I have got so much money, 
and I will buy those three,’ Well now, in the selec- 
tion have I seriously considered the individuality of 
that sire? Is he of the best beef type’? If he is not, 
the results are going to be an indifferent type. Some 
inay be of good type; some may not--according to 
the various strains. So in every instance the stock- 
man should be careful to eliminate from his females 
all animals that do not show, as near as his judgment 
will permit, the better beef type; and the non-pro- 
ducers, eliminate them, and vet only those which will 
produce something for him, because, if he carries the 
others, it is at a loss. 

Now, just as an illustration, to show you what is 
the material difference between an ordinary type of 
beef steer, as compared with a cross-bred steer from 
a pure bred sire, Mr. Dickson of Pineville, Oregon, 
bought fifty head of cross-bred Aberdeen-Angus 
steers—the cows were Aberdeen and Hereford; the 
bulls were pure bred Aberdeen-Angus. He bought 
them about seventeen months old, and weighed them 
in at his feed lot and they weighed in on the scales 
at 883 pounds; and about four months hence he sold 
the last of those fifty head he bought—he sold the 
first lot, twenty-six in number, a little less than 120 
days actual feeding on alfalfa hay, and alfalfa silage 
running in the open feed lot, and they averaged some- 
where around 1,200 a head—not individuals, but in 
common with other stuff—but that fifty head he 
weighed in and fed with the rest, just to see whai 
they would do, in order to be fair with himself and 
everybody else. fell now, as I say, a little more than 
12€ days after he bought them in, or about three 
weeks ago, he sold the car of twenty-six head, anu 
they averaged 1,209 pounds, or an average, figuring it 
at 120 days in the open feed lot on alfalfa hay and 
alfalfa silage, they mde a gain of 2.72 pounds per 
day. Well now, I just state that, not to criticize or 
make any ill comparisons of any breed, but to show 
you why the stockman of today must get into the 
idea of the selection of beef type animals, both femaie 
and male, in order not to have to close his books 
many times on the red ink side; and in that the stock- 
man of today can’t afford to say, ‘‘Well, I am this 
kind of an admirer, or anything else;’’ what should 
be the issue that confronts him, and which ‘should 
be the thing with which he concerns himself most 
is the question: “What beef type will produce for

Mr. John Brown commenced his work with 
the Aberdeen-Angus in 1898 with Wallace 
Estill of Missouri. The herd was then under 
the management of Robert Johnson, and 
was one of the leading herds of that time.

Now as I said I am not 
saying that for the purpose of koosting any paiticu'ar 
tyre, tut I want to show the stockmen why they 
should get what I am akle to demonstrate here as a 
paying proposiiion—pure bred sires, with the selected 
ienales, to produce the meat. That is what you want 
ad is what will bring you the ketter price. 

Now, another subject I think all catilemen should 
vaten—disregarding Akerdeen Angus or anything 
fe: Iam not taiking Aterdcen-Angus; some of 
fu may think I am ta!king Aberdeen-Angus, tut I 
mnot; I am trying to convey to you that which I 
hink will ke best for the industry; any man who 1s 
stiving to kreed good stuff wi.l find an ardent sup- 
lorer in me, regardless of what his particular type 
may te—and that is, that we find—I think your 
worthy president this morning commented on it—and 
that is the dehorning of the animal, The Aterdcen. 
of course, don’t need it, but I say in all cases that 
should le done. So, if a man will make the proper 
investigations and see the aciual losses that he has 
had to stand unknowingly, because the packer, the 


buyer, says, “These cattle are all marked up under- 


neath,” very frequently, and they, being experts in 


detecting those things, can tell whether there have 
teen ulcers started and matured, more or less, and 
they make a reduction in the price, and you don’t 
know why, and you say, “I fattened them fine,’’ -ut 
the packer says, “I have to take that into con- 
sideration kecause the retailer will not pay me as 
much for that stuff as I can get for the uninjured or 
perfect stuff ;’’ so I say now, those are things which 
the stockman should very seriously consider and thai 
is, getting into the production of ket‘er stuff-—fewer 
head and the same numter of pounds of beef, and a 
product that’s going to kring in more money than if 
he had a greater numker of head at a greater cost 
and bring him less money. 

For instance, you take a scrub steer; he wi:l eai 
from twenty-five to thirty per cent more than a pure 
bred or a well crossed individual, tecause he has got 
nothing to build to; he is just a good, na‘ural—as 
one fellow said to me one day. “Now,” he said, “here 
I have Lought some steers over here from a fel ow, 
just for friendship, and all I have got there in God’s 
world,” he said, “is a bunch of  hay-kurners.” 
(Laughter.) He says, “I know that, but, these over 
here, I know they are going to help me pull out on 
these other hay-turners over there.”’ Now, that’s the 
idea, as I said, keef type or nothing. 

I felt, when I came down here, that I wou'd like 
to go into a general discussion of the stock situation, 
but owing to the fact that you have such a long pro- 
gram, and the subjects being so thoroughly discussed, 
I just wanted to give you a few of the ideas I gathered 
as I passed through the various states where I see the 
progress being made by the stockman of today who 
is looking to the future. I thank you, Gentlemen.

plant grower on the boat going to Holland 
to buy strawberry plants “bccause they 
weuldn’t give him 100 cents for his Canadian 
dollar when he went to buy the plants in the 
States.” Probably this chap had a rude 
awakening when he began changing his Ca- 
nadian dollar into Dutch coin, for Holland 
is one of those countries in a ketter relative 
position financially than the rest of world 
since the war. But there’s the idea, you see. 
Of course, it works both ways, and the Ca- 
nadian cattle sold at Chicago last June made 
the breeder enough extra in exchange to 
pay the freight down to his excellent mark- 
et. Breeders in the U. S. should also study 
the sale the Ontario men are to hold at Lon- 
don soon, for where there are animals of ped- 
igree suitable with the choice individuality 
offered, that “exchange business” will pay 
the cattle’s ticket home after the U. S. dol- 
lars have been changed into Canadian. Also, 
if you would seek the Canadian trade for 
your sales, throw away the exchange rules 
and tell the Canadians you will take their 
dollars “straight” to help them pay freight 
and carfare down and back. That’s fair 
encugh and good diplomacy to help open up 
business channels in spite of imaginary 
boundaries for dollars bearing different pic- 
tures.

present downward trend, or slump, of the 
cattle business as a whole. The entire mat- 
ter is one of financing, and now that the sit- 
uation has been discussed frankly and open- 
ly for public attention as well as for the two 
leading elements most concerned, there is al- 
most certain to be an immediate clearing of 
the atmosphere and a loosening of money 
for the men who raise and feed cattle. The 
market is already bounding back, but the 
forced liquidation of the cattle country is 
daily wiping out a great many thousands of 
head of producing cattle that will have to be 
replaced at a heavy expense of time and 
money to bring back the normal supply. 

For the man with pure breeds, there hasn’t 
been such a prospect of a good future for 
some time—if he can in some way manage 
to finance his operations over this present 
currency scarcity. It is always such times 
as these that shake out the beginner, the 
small man and the one easily scared, leaving 
the breeder with long vision and ability to 
weather ups and down to gather the harvest.

Consider these things: The Polish armies 
appear to have put the bolshevist armies out 
of business on the eastern European front, 
giving Europe a chance to quiet down and 
get over the “Red scare.” Our presidential 
election will be out of the way in another six 
weeks, which will give us a chance to decide 
some kind of a policy towards the war and 
the rest of the world, so that business rela- 
tions may be reestablished on some kind of 
a basis of understanding for at least four 
years without political upsets to. change 
them. Ship lines and credits are hejng ar- 
ranged to handle the meats of the U. S. to 


the parts of the world where they are want- 
ed, and the present bogging down of the live 
stock business has sent to market too many 
cattle needed to keep up normal production; 
so that the swinging upwards of the cattle 
market now in progress is due to give the 
pure-bred business another sudden impetus 
as soon as the banks can get money to turn 
loose with the breeders and feeders. THE

breeding. When a female comes in two or 
three times without getting in calf, she 
should be attended to at that time. As time 
advances the case gets more chronic and if 
she is ever made a producer, a lot of good 
time has been lost. Breeders cannot afford 
to let good cows or heifers Iose a year or 
two. It is even more expensive to see the 
better specimens go to the butchers. Near- 
ly every cow of a proper age can be made 
a producer if properly att2nded to at the 
right time. 


This course covers only one busy week. 
The work is given in a plain, practical 
manner. Cows uve hung up in their nat- 
ural position ; one side removed where elec- 
tric lights are inserced, showing the ygener- 
ative organs.

Another’ important feature among the 
many things that may prevent fertilization 
is the corpus letuem. This is a little yel- 
low body in the ovary, which may be re- 
tained after delivery or abortion. If it is 
not removed the ovary is usually inactive. 
If retained in both ovaries the cow is not 
likely to get with calf. There are hundreds 
of little things that the practical breeder 
can be taught to do.
